Let him not trouble 
himſelf too laborioufly to ſound into any matter 
deeply, or to execute any thing exactly; but let 
himſelf make himſelf cunning rather in the humours 
and drifts of perſons, than in the nature of buſineſs 
and affairs. Of that it ſufficeth to know only ſo 
much, as may make him able to make uſe of other 
men's wits, and to make again a ſmooth and pleafing 
report. Let him entertain the propoſition of others, 
and ever rather let him have an eye to the circum- 
ſtances, than to the matter itſelf ; for then ſhall he 
ever ſeem to add ſomewhat of his own : and beſides, 
when a man doth not forget ſo much as a circum- 
ftance, men do think his wit' doth ſuperabound for 
the ſubſtance.

herefore Erophilus's reſolution is fixed: he re- 
nounceth Philautia, and all her inchantments. For 
her recreation, he will confer with his muſe : for her 
defence and honour, he will ſacrifice his life in the 
wars, hoping to be embalmed in the ſweet odours of 
her remembrance. To her ſervice will he conſecrate 
all his watchful endeavours, and will eyer bear in his 
heart the picture of her beauty; in his actions, of 
her. will; and in his fortune, of her grace and 
favour.

of it, not known in our hiſtory, may be thought to deſerve the 
reader's attention. He was a native of the Weſt of England, 
and a recuſant, againſt whom a proclamation was iflued in June 
1613, charging him with high treaſon againſt the King and 
State for havin publiſhed a very ſcandalous and railing book 
againſt his Majeſty, under the title of Balaam's Ali, which was dropt 
in the gallery atWhite-Hall. Juſt at the time of publiſhing this 
proclamation, he happened to croſs the Thames, and enquiring of 
the watermen what news ? they, not knowing hum, told him of the 
proclamation, At landing, he muffled himſelf up in his cloke, 
to avoid being known ; but had not gone many paces, when one 
Mr. Maine, a friend of his, meeting and diſcovering him, 
warned him. of his danger; and being aſked what he would ad- 
. viſe him to do, recommended it to him to ſurrender himſelf; 
which he did to the Earl of Southampton. He denied himſelf 
to be the author of the libel: but his ſtudy being ſearched, 
among his papers were found many parts of the book, together 
with relics of thoſe perſons, who had been executed for the gun- 
owder treaſon, as one of Sir Everard Digby's fingers, a toe of 
'homas Percy, ſome other part of Cateſby or Rookewood, and 
a piece of one of Peter Lambert's ribs. He was kept priſoner 
in the Tower till March 1615, when the true author of the libel 
was diſcovered to be John Williams, a lawyer. The diſcovery 
was owing to this accident: a purſuivant in want of money, and 
deſirous to get ſome by his employment, waited at the Spaniſh 
- Ambaſſador's door, to ſee if he could light upon any prey. At 
kit came out Mr, Williams, unknown to the purſuivant; but car-

You - muſt light, anſwered the /purſujvant ; for yen are a prieft. 
x prieſt replied Williams I have a good warrant to the 
„ contrary; for I have a wife and children.“ Being, how- 


ever, obliged to diſmount, the purfuivant ſearched him; and 


in his pocket was found a bundle of papers ſealed up; which 
the purſuivant going to open, Williams made ſome reſiſtance, 
pretending they were evidences of a gentleman, whoſe law-bu- 
fineſſes he tranſacted. The purſuivant inſiſting upon opening 
the papers, among them was found Balzam's js, with new an- 
notations ; of which, upon examination, W7llams confeſſed him- 
ſelf ro be the author. He was brought to the trial, and con- 
demned at the King's Bench at Weſtminſter the 3d of May 1619, 
and executed at Charing-Croſs on the 5th.
